Fruit trees will be shipped about April Ist, unless otherwise requested. 


Fall shipments of strawberry 
plants not guaranteed or recommended. 


STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


The Holdridge Farm Nursery started selling strawberry plants nearly 40 years 
ago as a sideline to a vegetable farm. Ever since that time strawberries have been 
raised here as one of the main sources of income, both for plants and for fruit. 


During this time many varieties of plants and various methods of care have 
been used here on a commercial scale. We pride ourselves on having kept up 
with new developments and ideas. The benefit of our experiments, trials and 
knowledge is represented in the plants which we are offering you for sale. 


This year we are among the first few plant growers to be able to offer 
virus free plants to their customers. As yet we are not able to offer virus free 
plants in all varieties but we hope to as virus free plants of other varieties be- 
come ayailaible. 


Strawberry plants require a great deal of hand labor to raise correctly and 
we are trying by efficient farming methods to keep the cost down. As usual, 
our plants will be freshly dug for your orders, trimmed clean of old leaves, etc., 
and page in bunches of 25. We recommend that orders be called for whenever 
possible. 


We are one of the largest growers of strawberry plants in New England. 
We have nearly 400,000 plants available for this spring but still may have to 
turn down late orders of many varieties. 


Last year we were forced to turn down many orders as our supply of plants 
sold out. We hope to supply your order but do urge you to place your order 
early and plant them early. 


VIRUS FREE STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


We offer for this season virus free strawberry plants in four varieties only, 
namely: Howard 17, Catskill, Sparkle and Blakemore. 


For a number of years specialists in the U.S.D.A. at Beltsville, Maryland, 
have been working to establish strains of regular strawberries which are virus 
free. The virus disease is now felt to be the cause of many varieties losing their 
vitality and strength. It has formerly been spoken of by growers as a variety 
“running out’. This has no doubt been the cause of so many good varieties of 
strawberries having been discarded. Some varieties were not as susceptible to 
the virus disease as others and therefore lasted a longer time. 


The scientists at the U.S.D.A. found out that in one variety of plants the 
leaves turned yellow when affected by the virus. So by planting a test plant 
near a plant of this variety and grafting the runners together they could find 
out if a plant was free of the virus disease. When a plant of a variety was found 
free of the disease, it was propagated and sprayed regularly to kill all aphis 
which spreads the virus disease. 


Last spring, sufficient plants of a number of varieties were available so that 
plant growers were allowed to purchase virus free plants. 


We purchased 15,000 of these plants. We rented a piece of land on which 
strawberries had never been raised before. 


These plants did exceptionally well for us this past year and we now are 
able to supply our customers with virus free plants of four varieties. 
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STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


CHOOSING THE PLOT—Strawberries will do well on good, fertile, well 
drained ground, which is slightly acid. An application of Clordane will kill any 
Jap beetle grubs which might be in the ground. 


FERTILIZING—Application of cow manure to the plot before planting 1s 
good. If commercial fertilizers are to be used, apply it around the plant (not 
closer than six inches) after they are planted. This can be repeated from two 
to four times during the growing season. 


WHEN TO PLANT—We recommend planting just as early as possible in 
the spring and before May 15 if possible. We do not like planting at any other 
time of the year. 


SETTING OUT PLANTS—tThe roots of the plants should be well spread 
and never bent. The plant should be at ground level with all roots covered and 
with the heart of the plant above the ground. Press the plant firmly into the 
ground. Wet roots before planting. Do NOT put fertilizer in the ground 
when planting. 


SPACING—Set plants from 12” to 18” apart in rows and with rows from 
three to four feet apart. 


CARE OF BED—Keep the ground hoed and the weeds under control. Pick 
the blossoms during the first season. On everbearing varieties, pick blossoms 
until about July 4th. 


WEED KILLERS—The use of Crag, to prevent weed growth in strawberries 
was quite successful last year when it was used widely. This chemical prevents 
the germination of seed and will destroy weeds while roots are still very small. 
Weeds more than % inch tall will not be hurt nor will grasses. Two pounds 
of Crag per acre are required for one application. About three sprayings per 
year will suffice. Complete directions are on each package. 


SPRAYING—An increasing number of strawberry growers are spraying their 
growing beds to control leaf spot diseases. We do not feel that this is necessary 
for small growers but bad cases of leaf spot will mean lower yields the following 
year. The same type of copper spray (e.g. Bordeaux) is used for strawberries 
as is used to combat blights on potato vines. 


MULCHING—We recommend mulching strawberry beds lightly during the 
winter with straw, marsh hay or weed free material. Rake the straw between the 
rows early in the spring.

POINTS ON LANDSCAPING YOUR HOME 


1. Plan for year around beauty with evergreens to set off the house in 
winter as well as flowers for summer beauty. 

2. Work out a rough plan for your home, dividing your lot into three parts, 
as follows—A Public area, to be viewed from the street; a Service area, for 
clotheslines, utilities, vegetable garden, etc.; and a Private area, for picnics 
and relaxation. 

3. Foundation Planting—Your Foundation planting should be planned so 
as to provide a frame for your house. The shrubs should always be planted so 
as to emphasize the beauty of the house and never to obscure it. Always keep 
the mature height of the plants in mind. Use plants which blend well together 
and you may use groups of various shades or types of evergreens which appeal 
to you. Planting should soften the harsh corner lines of the building, give 
emphasis to the doorway, and make the house a part of the landscape. 

4, Shade trees should be planted with their mature size in mind. Plant 
in front to frame the house, not to hide it. 

5. Plant early blooming flowers and shrubs so that they may be seen from 
inside your house. Summer blooming shrubs are recommended for your picnic 
area.
